The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Tozim  of  Sanhornton  in  the  County 
of  Belknap,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Tozvn 
Affairs 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Sanhornton  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the  Budget 
as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  such  sums  and  amounts  of  money  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  defray  Town  charges  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand  dollars  $13,000)  for 
Highway  and  Bridge  Maintenance  plus  Two  Hundred 

and  Seventy-Five  dollars  ($275)  for  General  Highway 
ExjDenses.     Total  ($13,275). 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Town  Road  Aid 
(TRA),  raise  and  appropriate  for  said  purpose,  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  forty- 
five  cents.     ($869.45). 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  the  Laconia  Hospital.  By 
request. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  $500)  for  the  Winnis- 
quam  Fire  Department.     By  request. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  building  for- 
merly used  as  a  shop  by  the  Square  School,  and  a  right 
of  way  thereto,  from  the  School  District  to  use  as  a  Fire 
House;  and  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seventy-Five  dollars  ($75)  for  the  remodelling  thereof. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  some  new  fire 
equipment  to  be  located  at  the  Square,  namely  a  port- 
able pump  and  twelve  Indian  pumps,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  and  Seventy-Five 
dollars  ($475)  for  the  same.     By  request. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  fire  pump  we 
now  own,  and  authorize  Fire  Chief  George  Currier  to 
transact  the  sale  thereof  accepting  such  sum  as  he  deems 
satisfactory. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  for 
Band  Concerts.     By  request. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  appropriated 
last  year  for  the  opening  of  a  Town  Dump  in  the  Win- 
nisquam  Area  upon  receipt  of  a  deed  from  the  Tax 
Collector,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  additional 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  aforesaid  appropriation. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifteen  dollars  ($115) 
for  the  Lakes  Region  Association.    By  request. 

16  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  dollars  ($400)  for  the  con- 
trol of  White  Pine  BHster  Rust. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  dollars  ($200)  to  re-cover 
the  south  side  of  the  Town  Hall  Roof. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  Avill  vote  to  paint  the  Town  Hall 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
dollars  ($500)  for  this  purpose,  exclusive  of  the  Dining- 
room  and  Kitchen  annex  unless  the  above  recommended 
amount  is  sufficient  to  include  the  Dining-room  and 
Kitchen  unit  which  is  the  property  of  the  Grange. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  Old  Home 
Day.     By  request. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Twenty-Five  dollars  ($25)  for  A'lemorial 
Day.     By  request. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  note  of  Five 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Sixty-Three  dollars 
($5,963)  payment  for  the  Grader,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  dollars  ($2,000) 
in  partial  payment  for  same.

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FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 


Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are  care- 
less with  it.  That  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near 
woodlands.  Officials  figures  show  that  more  than  98  per- 
cent of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness  and  can 
be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say  "Forest  Fires  are 
our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  ef- 
fects far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of 
the  forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the 
supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  economies  by 
drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  ex- 
penditure of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keep- 
ing the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increas- 
ing. In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire 
than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden 
and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of,  they  must 
have  the  cooperation  of  the  public — YOU  ! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVEN- 
TION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly  work- 
ing. It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU 
cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be 
accomplished  by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the  war- 
den when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting   that   others   be    careful   and    comply    with 
burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when   fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of   forest  fires  and  eliminate 

our  most  shameful  waste.

September,  1949,  will  be  long  remembered  in  the  edu- 
cational history  of  the  Town  of  Sanbornton,  for  in  this 
month  the  new  Sanbornton  Central  School  was  opened  for 
the  education  of  Sanbornton  boys  and  girls.  A  splendid 
dedication  program  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Old 
Home  Day  celebration  of  August  28  was  high-lighted  by  a 
splendid  address  given  by  Governor  Sherman  Adams. 

School  was  opened  under  the  direction  of  Principal 
Glenn  Chaffee,  who  is  also  teacher  of  the  upper  grades. 
Mrs.  Mabel  Lamont  was  teacher  of  the  upper  elementary 
grades,  due  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Shaw,  the  teacher 
regularly  engaged.  Mrs.  Annette  Larson  is  teacher  of  the 
grammar  grades  and  Miss  Marion  Joslyn,  teacher  of  the 
primary  pupils.  The  opening  day  enrollment  was  101  pupils. 
The  school  vvill  serve  Sanbornton  children  for  many  years  to 
come  and  the  people  of  the  community  may  well  be  proud  of 
the  fine  improvement  in  educational  opportunity  which  such 
a  building  provides. 

The  inauguration  of  the  Sanbornton  Parent-Teacher 
Organization  in  December  of  1949  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Russell  Perkins  will  do  much  to  improve  school-community 
relations.  A  fuller  understanding  of  the  work  of  the  school 
will  enable  parents  to  work  more  closely  with  teachers  to 
the  end  that  children  are  better  served. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  been  associated  with  the  San- 
bornton Building  Committee,  School  Board,  and  others  of 
the  community  in  connection  with  this  fine  project.
